T he legend goes that the blade of a 
guillotine is so sharp that it can slice 
through your neck at such a pace that 
your disembodied head will still be 
able to see in the moments after it 
comes flying off your neck. 

That tension, that pause, that wait for the 
inevitable deathly blow to drop is one of the 
most gruesome, gore-soaked pieces of macabre 
theatre history has ever known. It is, in short, a 
truly spectacular, utterly horrifying way to end 
a life. Happy Hallowe’en. 

Of course, it’s only fitting that the wince- 
inducing French death-machine is the go-to 
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weapon of choice of the modern master of 
shock-and-awe entertainment from the very 
bloodiest of top drawers.

Of course, if there’s one trick that modern 
society loves to pull, it’s being able to put every 
person, band and piece of art into a neat little box 
so they can define what it is and what it is not Take 
a look at Alice Cooper right now: a 67-year-old man 
who takes a boa constrictor and a gaggle of go-go 
dancers onstage, but who also has some of the 
biggest-selling modern rock records in history under 
his belt, and it becomes clear that he has no concept 
of what the inside of a box even looks like. 

“When I came around, there was no real 



Moriarty figure,’’ chuckles Alice, comparing himself 
to Sherlock Holmes’ dark-minded nemesis.“There 
was no-one who really struck fear into the hearts 
of parents, but all I needed to do to achieve that 
was to make sure what we did was not definable. 
People didn’t know what Alice Cooper was. I was 
wearing women’s clothes sometimes; there was 
blood everywhere; musically, it had a really snotty 
punk rock mentality, but also big stadium-rock 
ideas. It had this, ‘I don’t care what you say. I’m 
doing this anyway,’ attitude and it offered more 

questions than it gave answers. People 
_ hated that and they still do. Look at 
KM ^ anything from Marilyn Manson to 
I F Slipknot - it all works with those ideas 
of mystique and mystery that gnaw at 
' someone’s psyche.’’ 

Yet for all of Alice’s shock-rock 
schtick,for all the ghoulish angst he 
spread, for every time he made it 
feel like October 3 1 every goddamn 
day, what really set him apart was 

W his bona fide intellect and his 
astonishing back-catalogue. 

“He’s a surrealist genius,’’ smiles 
Andy, when asked about what has kept 
Alice so culturally significant for so long. 
“He’s like the Salvador Dali of music.’’ 
“It’s true that we were all arts 
students,’’ chimes Alice with a sage nod. 
“Everything we did was smart and it 
was threaten/ng because of that. We talked about 
politics, we satirised Middle America, we knew our 
stuff and they knew we did, too. If people can write 
you off as just a stupid thing, then they will, because 
that is how the middle 50 per cent of society 
undermines those on the peripheries.’’ 

“People love to complain about the times 
changing and their bands not staying relevant,’’ 
returns Andy. “But if you’re smart in the way Alice 
is, then you can make it work in any kind of era. 
There’s no reason why more people couldn’t parlay 
their success across decades in the way that he has, 
but they don’t understand their audience in the way 
he so obviously does. Just look at what he’s doing 
with Hollywood Vampires [Alice’s star-studded 
supergroup, named after the Alice-hosted LA 
drinking club, featuring Aerosmith’s Joe Perry and 
A-list actor Johnny Depp] right now! They’re touring

“The thing I like most about BlackVeil Brides,” 
says Alice, pausing slightly in a bid to pin down his 
exact meaning, “is that I can walk past 20 new bands 
and 19 of them seem totally interchangeable with 
one another. There’s absolutely no spark there. Black 
Veil Brides are absolutely not interchangeable, 
though - they belong together.And with Andy 
they have someone really erudite and full of 
' passion for what he does. It’s easy these days to 
be a puppet show and put on a big spectacular 
^ stage show, but if there’s not the intelligence and 
r the wit behind it that I talked about earlier on, 

I then none of it counts for anything at all.This 
band have that and it’s a pleasure to see them 
doing what they’re doing in the manner in which 
the/re doing it.” 

And with that, down comes the blade with 
remorseless force, just like it has on a thousand 
occasions before on stages all across the world; 
all eyes watching, as Andy emerges, just like Alice 
has so many times, totally unscathed. 

But there’s precious little time to waste, 
because even after a long day chopping heads, 
Alice still has a gig to play tonight. 

“Oh, man, the show we’re doing at the moment is 
our best ever!” finishes the legend with a boundless 
grin and an enthusiasm that belies his years.“And 
I’ve always said, if you think you’ve done your best 
show or you’ve written your best song, quit now. 
But, to me, nobody has ever, ever done a better 
show than Alice Cooper.” 

Well, Coop, we couldn’t agree more.

partner in crime - Motionless In White 
frontman Chris Motionless - slowly 
transforming into Batman’s nemesis, the Joker. Ash’s 
Hallowe’en guise is Arkham Asylum psychiatrist-gone- 
psycho Harley Quinn, and this pairing is, she says, one 
that is long overdue. 

“I dress as Harley a lotThat’s my thing, but so many 
people have written to us saying that Chris needs to be 
the Joker to my Harley Quinn,” she nods.‘‘For the past 
two years, a lot of people have been really wanting that 
to happen. Some people might actually die!” 

Let’s hope not, even if it is Hallowe’en. But if this 
Kerrang! shoot can help fulfil some fandom wishlists 
then, hey, you’re welcome. Ash and Chris have been 
friends since meeting on Warped Tour some time 
between 2008 and 2010 (the pair squabble to a 
standstill on exactly when), and have been publicly 
intertwined since the MIW frontman made a guest 
appearance on New Years Day’s 20 1 3 track Angel Eyes 
- the K! Award-winning video for which contained one 
particularly raunchy sex scene that Ash recalls as having 
been “not so much embarrassing, but hilarious to film”. 

According to Chris, it’s also thanks to popular 
demand that you will be able to see the two bands 
sharing stages across the UK at the end of next month. 

“I’m incredibly hands-on with everything we do, 
and because of the response from UK fans when we 
were touring together in the States, I wasn’t waiting for 
booking agents to say, ‘Hey, do you want to maybe do 
something?’ I called them up and said, ‘We’re coming 
to the UK with New Years Day in the fall - make it 
happen,” he says. 

There’s no doubting that Chris Motionless and Ash 
Costello go together like, . . well, the Joker and Harley 
Quinn.Their respective bands are different beasts 
musically, but both embrace the dark side through their 
lyrics and visual aesthetics. And, of course, both of them 
love Hallowe’en... 

^ Q T I 1 o say Hallowe’en is a big deal for me is an 
I understatement,” Ash smiles.“l can’t even 
^ walk around without at least one person 
asking me if it’s Hallowe’en, even if it’s July. So, for me, it’s 
really a way of life.” 

Did you find the idea of dressing up at Hallowe’en, 
of getting to be somebody else for a short time a

liberating experience? 

“I never dressed as a chick or anything 
different to what I was already used to,” 

Chris says.“l used to go trick-or-treating 
as Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles. I was 
probably all four of them over four different years.’*^^^ 
“Were you ever He-Man?” Ash laughs.“l was never 
anything cute. Even as a little girl I never wanted to 
be a princess or a My Little Pony I think I was [1980s 
horror-comedy character] Elvira for four years in a 
row, but I grew up in a really bizarre household, so it 
kind of made sense. My family took Hallowe’en really 
seriously in a way that was really dark. I remember my 
uncle was a pregnant goth woman once and pretended 
to give birth to a foetus. And that’s one of my earlier 
memories, so it might explain a lot about me today.”

Chris might have spent more of his early years 
dressed as Donatello than El Diablo, but the fact that 
he was an October baby meant that his birthdays and 
Hallowe’ens merged into one big spoolcy celebration, * 
It was this, he theorises, that made All Hallows’ Eve 
extra-special for him and ultimately left him receptive 
to discovering bands like Misfits and API who trod a 
distinctly darker path. For Ash it was this week’s cover 
star, Alice Cooper, and Rob Zombie but, growing up on 
opposite sides of the country, both started to hatch 
plans to follow in their heroes’ shadowy footsteps. 

With Motionless In White and New Years Day both 
known for their striking gothic imagery, you could say 
the pair get to play Hallowe’en dress-up for a living 
these days. But how much of the singers that we see 
onstage are characters, and to what extent are they the 
real Chris and Ash? 

“It used to be that the band was my chance to go 
into that alternate character where I could do and say 
things that I couldn’t as a normal person,” Chris muses.

“I think there’s a lot of people that use Hallowe’en 
as an excuse to experiment with a side of their 
personality that they don’t usually get to explore,” 
Chris adds.“lt’s hilarious, but Hallowe’en stores round 
here have ‘goth’ costumes with the stereotypical 
choker and spikes and leather jackets and wigs. I’m 
not resentful; I just think it’s cool that there is that 
day. In our world, I guess it’s the day when you can go 
anywhere you like without getting weird looks. It’s like 
you’re granted a free day to be who you are.” 

Even if who you are happens to be the rockstar 
alter-egos of a pair of deranged supervillains. Now, 
where’s Batman when you need him?

Y OU join us in the plush surrounds of 

Charlton House, located at the end of 
long, snaking road in Greenwich, South 
London. Specifically, in the upstairs of 
the house’s library, the room cloaked 
in darkness, the wooden floors creaking under our 
feet Loz Taylor, the razor-larynxed singer of Doncaster 
bruisers While She Sleeps, rests his finger atop of a 
glass tumbler. Masato Hayakawa, behatted vocalist in 
Japanese noiseniks coldrain, does exactly the same. 
Together, the bands make up the support contingent 
for Bullet For My Valentine’s UK tour. What they are 
about to experience on this, their day off, will be far 
scarier, even, than Padge from BFMV’s bunk. 

“Is anybody there?’’ asks Hazel, the leader of the 
paranormal investigation that WSS, coldrain and K! 
are undertaking this evening, in hope of getting some 
proper ghosts into this special Hallowe’en issue. 
“Speak to us, spirit! Move the glass to the word ‘yes’ if 
you would like to communicate with us. . .’’ 

The glass starts to move atop of the Ouija board. 
“Come on, spirit, you’re doing very well. Move to 
‘yes’ if you’d like to speak to us. . .’’ 

The glass moves some more. 

“Well done, spirit!’’ 

The glass moves quicker. . . and arrives on ‘no’. 

“He must be grumpy,’’ says Loz. 

Built during the reign of James I and a Grade 
One listed building, Charlton House today serves 
as a municipal building for the Greenwich Borough 
Council and houses the local library - but its history 
is scarier than any late library fine. 

Some 60 years after the building’s finished 
construction in 1612, ownership of the home went 
to Sir William Langhorne,Agent of Madras, in 1 680. 

It is said his ghost wanders the corridors, turning 
doorknobs, which seems like a pretty boring hobby for 
a ghost. Scarier still, however, residents of the mansion 
and indeed employees today have said they’ve seen a 
servant girl in Jacobean dress, carrying a dead baby in 
her arms. During reconstruction post- World War II, 
workers found the mummified remains of a small child 
walled up in one of the home’s numerous chimneys. 

Most notorious, though, are the numerous reports 
of an amorous spirit, denied an heir in life, who spends 



his days in death searching for. . . well, a shag, basically. 

“I’m not having no ghost shagging me,” pants an 
unidentified member ofWhile She Sleeps. 

Back to the Ouija board, and again Hazel asks the 
nether to communicate with us, to push the glass to 
the word ‘yes’, or even to spell out their name. 

“What happens if the spirit is foreign?” enquires a 
member of coldrain, which, when you think about it, is 
a very sensible question. 

“Oh, we’ve had all sorts come through,” says Hazel. 
“We’ve had French ghosts - we’ve been sat here with 
a French dictionary, trying to work out what they’re 
trying to say!” 

“Also, you have to remember,” adds Paul, who 
alongside Hazel is our fellow investigator tonight,“due 
to the age of this building, a lot of people who worked

here - servants and the like - would have been 
illiterate, so sometimes what we get is nonsense. . .” 
“That’ll be me when I die,” says another 
unidentified member ofWhile She Sleeps. 

“Speak to us, spirit!” implores Hazel, and lo,the glass 
begins to move once more. Straight to the word ‘no’. 

“Oh, it’s like that, is it?” says Hazel, and she and the 
rest of our team retreat to the library’s lobby. 

What follows is some table-tipping, which is 
impressive, in that the table does indeed tip, but most of 
us agree that if we were dead, we’d be too busy scaring 
people we didn’t like in life to be mucking up strangers’ 
tables. Yet, there is an odd moment when we retreat to 
an alcove and set up motion and heat detectors, which 
in turn trigger flashlights, where not only does one of 
the WSS camp feel a torch pulled from their hand, but 



the flashlights turn on and off at random. 

“Where do you get this ghost-hunting stuff?” we ask. 
“Oh, you know, eBay,” says Paul. 

Peter Venkman would be proud. 

T o close the evening, we set the Ouija board 
up again in the lobby. Hazel (whose company. 
Haunted Happenings, does this stuff two or 
three times a week) is excited about the increased 
possibility of communication with the other side, due 
to all the ‘energy’ we’ve created in the room.

The glass begins to move, much slower than it just 
has done. First to the letter ‘H’. . . 

Someone, and we’re presuming it’s a member of 
While She Sleeps, says,“Hull!” but nobody laughs.The 
mood has taken a more serious tone than before. 

The glass moves to the letter ‘E’. 

“Come on, spirit, you’re doing well,” says Hazel. 

The glass moves to the letter ‘L’. 

All around the table, mouths are shaped like a 
tube tunnel. 

The movement of the glass forms a sharp circle, 
back to ‘L’. HELL. 

“Right, let’s stop this,” says Hazel, turning the board 
upside-down, ordering us to release our hands from 
the tumbler on the count of three (Loz goes on one). 
“I’m not having dark spirits ruin this evening. . .” 
Days later, we all die horribly (that didn’t really 
happen, we just couldn’t think of any other way to 
end this feature).

The idea of the slow burn is incredibly 
powerful - if the story carries itself 
well enough without having to reveal 
everything at the start, then that is the 
sign you’ve got something excellent 
on your hands. Rosemary’s Baby 
[ 1 968] is a perfect example of that idea. 
What it does brilliantly is make sure

I’m not a 
big gore fan.What makes a great kill, in 
my eyes, is something that you totally 
did not see coming and offers a genuine 
element of surprise. If you are going to 
go down the gore route, you need to 
make sure it looks as visually arresting 
as possible without spending too much 
time on the cause the death.” 



THE PERFECT... SHOCKS! 

“Horror is designed to unnerve, 
unsettle and build up tension. In this 
day and age, though, it can be difficult to 
provide moments of real shock because 
we live in more and more shocking 
times.That being said, I saw something 
the other day that shocked me even 
though I knew it was coming. I watched 
The Green Inferno [2013] and the 
first kill of the movie they straight-up 
gouge this guys eyes out - it was super- 
effective because even though I was 
expecting something 
uncomfortable, the 
actual act of this 
guy getting killed 
like that felt like it 
came from nowhere. 

I was sat there like, 

‘Fucking hell!”’ 
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“This shoot was ace, it had everything: a 
graveyard, goths and teeth, plus any time I get to 
play with blood I’m happy. Plus, I handed out the 
teeth at our show that night with no explanation 
whatsoever! What scares me most is dark 
water - something about not being able to see 
what’s beneath me really chills my bones! I once 
climbed the old pier in Brighton on a stormy 
night, which was both stupid and terrifying. The 
perfect combination!”

H allowe’en in St. Joseph, Missouri, and, as 
in every other city in America, the locals 
are going for it in a big way. 

The streets are thronged with 
spookily-dressed kids in search of treats. 
Every house in the street has been decorated for the 
holiday - except for one.The Radke family residence 
remains in darkness, and all knocks at the door from 
candy-seeking l<ids go unanswered. But listen carefully 
and you might just hear some demonic laughter, . . 

“We wanted our own candy,” laughs Isaiah Radke. 
“We’d turn off our porch light and let ’em fuck off. . 

Isaiah is now all grown up and the bassist in brilliant 
punk rockers Radkey alongside his brothers and 
partners in trick-or-treat avoidance. Dee (vocals/guitar) 
and Solomon (drums). But he and his siblings still play 
by their own rules, and laugh in the face of convention. 

They always stood out in St. Joseph, their home- 
schooling and love of punk marking them out as 
“weirdos” in the conservative MidwestAnd they still 
stand out novy^as one of the 
most exciting new bands on 
the planet. This is the story of 
how they emerged from 
the shadows. . .

K errangl’s pictures 
may portray Radkey 

lurking threateningly but, in fact, Isaiah, Dee 
and Solomon were never the sort of kids to hang 
menacingly on street corners. Instead, they scared the 
hell out of their hometown by forming a band. 

“There’s nothing to do for underage kids in St. 
Joseph,” spits Isaiah, the band’s spokesman.’ We had to 
get out of there if we wanted to live as a band.” 
Consequently, Radkey now live in the more 
cosmopolitan Kansas City. But, however much they 
disliked it, St. Joseph turned them into the band. they 
are today. Home-schooled kids make for unlikely rock 
heroes but, after a lifetime of boredom, when they first 
formed the band in 20 1 0 - when Solomon was just 1 3, 
Isaiah 1 5 and Dee 1 7 - this band of brothers found it. 
was furious hardcore that poured out. 

“It was always us against the world,’’ says Isaiah. 
Sometimes literally.The Radke bros may have spent 
most of their childhoods outside of the traditional 
school system but, curious about the ‘real’ world, both 
Dee and Isaiah did spend one year in high school. 

“I was a good kid,” says lsaiah,“but other kids 
would fuck with your record.That would send me on 
a rampage. . . Well, it never actually happened, but it 
definitely would have happened.” 

He recalls how “steaming angry” he once became 
when a few kids talking through a play rehearsal meant 
everyone was threatened with punishment.“l was

probably going to choke someone out,” he seethes. 

Because, just as with their hometown, there’s a 
sinister underbelly lurking beneath Radkey’s surface. 
According to Isaiah, St. Joseph’s streets hide a network 
of meth addiction, meaning houses explode without 
warning as people cook methamphetamine inside. 

Radkey have had their blow-ups, too. In the early 
days they had to battle prejudice (one local venue 
turned them down for a gig saying they “didn’t book 
rap groups”), while, when visiting New Orleans on 
their first tour, someone threw a knife at them onstage. 

“I think he was just fucked-up,” shudders Isaiah. 

“The worst thing was, the door guy gave the knife 
back to the dude who threw it. . .” 

Nowadays, than Icfu I ly, Radkey crowds are more 
interested in showering the band with affection than 
blades. Isaiah, however, admits he’s fascinated by the 
darker side of human nature. 

That manifests itself in the band’s love of slasher 
films and Stanley Kubrick movies. Isaiah is obsessed 
with A Clocl<work Orange, 
rf/JI J| rA Kubrick’s vision of a brutal, 

I m rAjUnAitU dystopian fu^reBr^in 

yy featuring a thug called Alex 
and his gang of ‘droogs’. 

“My favourite part is that 
you could make such an evil 
character loveable,” says Isaiah. 
And Radkey’s debut album. Dark Biack Mal<eup - 
released in August - certainly doesn’t shy away from 
the dark side.There’s a hint of spook-punkgjdisfits in 
^JDee’s vocals and the title-track’s monster^that wants 
to desTFoy the world. But the real horrors are found in 
the human characters: Feed My Brain’s creepy teacher- 
pupil relationship, the protagonist in Sankwho^ 
sleeping with a woman and her daughter.Those are 
made-up stories,.but the green-eyed despair of Parade 
It is ripped straight from Isaiah’s own experience. 

“I’d been in a -relationship,” -he says.“i had this ^w 
and she basically made-out with her new boyfriend 
in front of the stage the whole time. It’s pretty shitty, 
especially if you know how horrible that was for me.”' 
Isaiah admits he has a “fascination”, with the “weird, 
daric, desperate shit” that drives people to do “fucked-^ 
up things”. But many a nice young band have turned 
into monsters as they climb the rock ladder. Who’s to 
say that he won’t be jgst as bad in a few years’ time? 

“I couldn’t do it,” he insists;.“That’s why it comes 
out in the music. I’d feel like death if I did any of the 
things we write about. I don’t have it in me.” 

What Isaiah and his brothers do have, however, 
is a purity of rock’n’roll spirit that will help power 
them to stardom.They may have graduated from the 
punk rock scene, but they’re not about to get hung 
up on “selling-out”. 



“We’re not interested in [saying], ‘It’s not cool to - 
be a huge band,”’ he says.“That just means you’re not 
a huge band, and you secretly want to be.The idea 
of being able to play in front of a lot of 
people is amazing.”. 

And on their upcoming UK tour, that’s., 
exactly what they’re going to do. And if small-town 
America, the U.S. educational system and crazed fans 
couldn’t stop Radkey, surely nothing can.

a IT CANT be easy being Skindred. 

Every record, every riotous live 
show - every one’s an escalation. 
Newport’s noisiest long ago perfected 
the recipe for their electro-reggae secret sauce, 
and seem to have spent every day since spurting 
it over ever-meatier riffs and heftier grooves. It’s 
utterly exhausting for fans, so it’s hard to imagine 
the toll it takes on BenjiWebbe and the boys 
as they keep ramping up their nuclear-powered 
performances to near-meltdown. 

Thank fuck, then, that Volume shows no 
evidence of our favourite Welsh mentalists 
running out of steam. Rather, their sixth LP 
batters the door off its hinges, grabs you by the 
earlobes and cackles, “You want louder? Well, you 
got it, son!’’ 

That gloriously prophetic title is just the first 
of the unsubtle delights on offer, too. Where 
previous releases struggled to encapsulate 



the Skindred live experience, Volume manages 
an impressive crystallisation of the madcap 
momentum and anarchic personality that’s driven 
everyone from club crowds to festival masses into 
delirium over the band’s 1 7-year career. 

We’re in a world of overbearing samples 
(blaring air-horns, thumping dance beats, furious 
drum’n’bass), stadium-cracking six-strings and a 
vocal performance from Benji that veers between 
laid-back cool and shrieking, adrenalised lunacy. 

An opening salvo of aptly-named thumper Under 
Attack, the radio-ready title-track - with its 
innuendo-tastic ‘/ can’t keep it down' refrain - and 
Hit The Ground’s snarling guitars (built around 
pit-starting beats) sets the bar against the ceiling. 

There’s no slacking. No pause for thought. Hell, 
there’s barely pause for breath. Even the ballad. 
Saying It Now, comes bolstered with pounding 
drums and a skyscraping chorus.The production’s 
absolutely massive - doing due justice to 



blockbuster songwriting.And between the 
schizo-atmospheric dynamism of Straight Jacket, 
the grandstanding jungle beats and electronic 
breakdowns of Sound The Siren and ShutYa 
Mouth’s cockily ill-mannered swagger, there’s 
impressive breadth to the attack. 

If there’s a negative - and we’re stretching here 
- it’s that these songs still won’t truly hit full-flight 
until they’re uncaged in the live arena. But credit 
still to Skindred, because Volume is probably as 
close as we’re getting to that euphoric mania 
without ticket stubs and pints in hand. So, wherever 
you roam - lonely dentist’s waiting rooms, rainy 
bus stops, crowded supermarkets - you’ll be able 
to slip on your headphones, whip off your shirt and 
swing the Newport Helicopter to the UK’s most 
defiantly individualistic band.

HOW DID NIGHTWISH BECOME MORE EPIC AND SELL 
MILLIONS? BY CALLING THE LORD OF THE RINGS ORCHESTRA 




a IN THE dead of winter, 2003, 
Kerrang! was invited to a 
recording studio in North 
London. Fairly normal. Except, this time, 
we weren’t watching guitars.We were to 
witness the choral parts for Nightwish’s 
forthcoming album. Once, being laid down. 
Band mastermind Tuomas Holopainen, 
locked deep in concentration, spent hours 
instructing the choir, getting every Omen- 
esque vocal stab for opener Dark Chest 
OfWonders just so. It was like watching a 
magician at work, with music firing from his 
hands with every gesture. 

Although metal had often flirted with 
classical leanings, no band had thrown 
themselves into the pomp and splendour as 
fully as the Finnish operatic metallers.And 
on Once, for the first time, they had the 
chance to use a full orchestra - the London 
Session Orchestra, the same one that did 
the soundtrack to The Lord Of The Rings 
- and classical arranger Pip Williams to 
fully capture Tuomas’ epic vision. But Once 
was more than a grand artistic statement. 
Already huge in Europe, Nightwish became 
the continent’s biggest metal band, while 
in the UK, their cult status turned into 
Kerrang! cover-stardom. The subsequent 
world tour raised personnel problems, 
and ended with the sacking of singer Tarja 
Turunen after their final show in December 
2005, but Nightwish have only grown 
bigger, stronger and more epic since. As 
they prepare to take London’s SSE Arena, 
Wembley for the first time,Tuomas talks 
us through the making of a symphonic 
metal masterwork. . . 

HOW WAS IT TO FINALLY WORK WITH 
AN ORCHESTRA FOR THE FIRST TIME? 

TUOMAS HOLOPAINEN (KEYBOARDS): 
“It was an amazing experience. I remember, 
it was the fall of 2003, and we travelled 
to London to meet Pip Williams for the 
first time at Phoenix Studios, right next to 




Wembley Stadium. I rang the doorbell and 
it was [keyboard legend] Rick Wakeman 
who actually came and answered it! From 
moment one we instantly clicked with Pip. 
As musicians, we think very much alike, 
and there’s a reason that he has been with 
us for the past 1 2 years. It’s really hard for 
me to imagine making a Nightwish album 
without him there.’’ 

WHAT WAS IT LIKE HEARING THE 
ORCHESTRA PLAY YOUR MUSIC? 

“We’d written all the scores by hand, there 
were no demos, so we hadn’t actually heard 
what we had planned.We had all the basic 
guitars, bass, keyboards and basic vocal lines 
there, but then the orchestra started to 
play, and it just completely blew my mind. I 
couldn’t believe what I heard.These were my 
songs, this was our band, and this orchestra 
was playing such beautiful arrangements on 
top. I was completely blown away.’’ 

IT MADE YOU EVEN MORE HUGE. 

DID YOU EXPECT THAT? 

“Not really. It’s a challenging album, and the 
fact that it ended up the biggest-selling album 
in Europe for two weeks, as I recall, was 
amazing. Like, What on earth is going on?”’ 

HOW DO YOU FEEL ABOUT ONCE, 
LOOKING BACK NOW? 

“I haven’t listened to it since we finished it! 
But it definitely holds a very special place in 
the band members’ hearts. It was definitely 
the album that allowed us to go to the 
‘next league’. It was the last album we did 
with Tarja, and the year 2004 was maybe 
the best ever, and 2005 was the worst ever. 
So, there are a lot of mixed feelings about 
that, but I’m hugely pleased that the album 
is still top-notch.”
